July I.—Reports received hjom the 
front up to 12:30 o'clock, showed the 
allies had ’captured the towns of La 
Boiselle, Serre and Montauban, and 
Curlu and Fabiere woods. 
The main first line trencchs over 
the entire front under attack are re­ 
ported to have been stormed, and at 
points the fighting has reached the 
main second line. These reports show 
that the French and British, at tile

The Soldiers Rode 
to 
W ar on Flat 
Cars, 
and 
Officers 
and 
Men 
Soon Learned to "Chaw” 
Off the Same Plug. * 


On Friday, June 30, J. W est Good* 


win had the following in the Kansas 
City S tar: 


W hen I enlisted 
in 
1861 for ser­ 
vice in the first rail of President Kin 
coin for 75,000 m en for three m onths’ 
Hervioe in the arm y, the soldier’s pay 
was $8 per m onth and no provision 
was made to take rare of dependent 
fam ilies of those enlisting, 
and 
no 
one thought of asking for positions 
restored to persons enlisting on their 
retu rn from the enlistm ent, as no one 
supposed the w ar 
would 
last 
over 
three months. 
Now, how different. 
No Jobs Left Open Then. 
The men quitting positions are told 
th at their positions will be restored 
to them and in m any rases their pay 
as employes in various vocations 
in 
which they are engaged at the time 
of enlistment is not stopped, but goes 
on, and a hill w'as introduced in con 
gross to increase their m onthly pay 
to |30. The pay of an enlisted man 
now is $15 per month. 
On going to the front in 1861 our 
command em barked at Cincinnati, the 
private soldiers and non-commission­ 
ed officers riding on flat cars with the 
caissons of the artillery, in the open, 
exposed 
to 
the 
w eather 
and 
the 
sm oke from the locomotives, 
which 
took us to Clarksburg, W estern Vir 
glnia. 
Candles for Train Lights 
The officers rode in ordinary pas­ 
senger coaches, lighted at night with 
one candle in each end 
of the car 
The candles wTere about one inch in 
diam eter and the candlesticks w'ere 
provided w ith spiral springs. As the 
candle burned down the spring forced 
the candle up till 
all 
was burned— 
then the car was in darkness till new* 
candles were provided. 
The first tim e I w’as under fire wa? 
in the battle of Rich Mountain, July 
12, 1861. 
The 
m ountain wTas only a 
high hill, which was on the highway 
leading to Beverly, and wras up the 
hill and down the other side covered 
w ith thick timber. The battle lasted 
th ree or four hours, when night over­ 
took the conflict. If I am not m istak­ 
en it was on Saturday. Of the Con­ 
federate forces 
General 
Pegram , of 
the Virginia forces, was killed. 
Slept in the Open Fields. 
I slept on 
the 
battlefield, 
w’hich 
w as mostly in the valley before the 
hill w'as reached and in the cultivated 
fields. No troops were engaged in the 
battle 
except 
Virginia 
troops, 
a1? 
green as were the United States vol* 
u n teer troops. I recollect that in th* 
early m orning of July 13 the curios­ 
ity hunters, 
desiring 
mementoes o' 
the h at)Ie, cut the buttons from th# 
uniform on the body of General Fe 
gram . 
T he m orning of July 
13 
a flag of 
tru ce appeared at our front, which 
cam e for the bodies of General Pe 
gram and others killed. I have forgot­ 
ten the num ber killed on both sides. 
In comparison w ith subsequent en- 
gagm ents, the battle of Rich Moun­ 
tain w as only a skirmish. 
“Chawed” the Same Plug. 
T he chasm between the officers and 
enlisted 
men 
in 
camp 
frequently 
caused the men to chafe under the 
discipline. After they are in the field 
in a cam paign against a common ene­ 
my, and after 
a 
few' engagem ents, 
w here the bullets 
come 
thick and 
fast, the chasm w ears aw ay and the 
officers and men often 
bite 
off the 
sam e plug of tobacco. 
I w ant to urge upon the soldiers 
going to the front to eat nothing but 
what the governm ent furnishes. The 
government furnishes a ration that is 
nutritious and 
am ple 
for 
the men. 
W hile you are in camp there will he 
plenty of hucksters to offer for sale 
pies, cakes and other edibles. W ho­ 
ever eats them is soon a subject for 
the hospital. The history of all wars 
is th at more men die of disease than 
by bullets.

President W ilson's talk before the 
New York Press 
club 
Friday night 
was one of the frankest and .simplest 
ever delivered in public by a presi­ 
dent of Hie United States. 
It was | 
unique iii those respects as many of I 
his talks have been unique in other ; 
respects. 
At 
lids time, with condi­ 
tions as they are, any word from the 
president Is of far more than usual 
interest, and 
therefore 
the address 
will stand out 
as 
something very 
closely akin to an official statem ent 
from the White House. 
All through the talk, from begin­ 
ning to end, woven into every phrase 
and sentence, was 
that 
passion for 
peace and honor that has distinguish­ 
ed Woodrow W ilson since first the 
war clouds hovered upon the nation’s 
horizon, and all through it, too, was 
that fearless honesty of purpose that j 
has always been the chief character-! 
istic of his public ulterances. Mani- j 
featly it would have been unwise for j 
him to have outlined the policy of 
the government, either toward Mexi­ 
co or the European countries on such 
an occasion, and yet it requires no 
great stretch of imagination lor ono 
to understand from the words spok­ 
en that the president sees no honor 
or righteousness in forcing war with 
any of the nations of the world, and 
that this is especially true as regards 
Mexico, 
weak 
and 
impotent 
and 
bankrupt as she is. 
His feeling in the matter can be 
readily recognized when he says: 
"The easiest thing is to strike. The 
brutal thing is the 
impulsive thing.

fleet distinction upon the annals of 
the United States? 
“Do you think that it is our duty to 
carry self-defense to a point of dicta­ 
tion into the affairs of another peo­ 
ple.” 
When he asked his auditors: 
“Do you think the 
glory 
of the 
United States would be enhanced by 
a war of conquest in M exico?” there 
could be noted the profound convic­ 
tion that if possible he would avert 
war; but, on 
the 
other 
hand, he 
insisted 
that 
this 
can 
only 
be accom plished by a faithful ob­ 
servance of all this country’s rights, 
its honor and its institutions when 
he affirmed: 
“Of course, it is the duty of the 
government, which it will never ov­ 
erlook, to defend the 
territory and 
people of this country. It goes with­ 
out saying that it is the duty of the 
adm inistration to have constantly in 
mind with 
the 
utmost sensitiveness 
every point of national honor.” 
Placing the nation’s good ahead of 
his own personal fortunes, he doesn’t 
hesitate to let it be known that the 
exigencies of 
a 
political campaign 
will not have the slightest influence 
upon w hatever action he may take; 
that he will do whatever he thinks is 
right, no m atter what effect it may 
have upon the 
contest 
now being 


waged. 
The verdict at the polls, to him, is 
of minor consequence compared with 
the supreme 
satisfaction 
of 
doing 
justice to all mankind. 
This spirit was the spirit that dom­ 
inated Lincoln and 
upheld 
him in 
the darkest hours of his administra­ 
tion. It was the spirit that, conquer­ 
ed his selfish political enem ies and 
that 
led to his triumphant vindica­ 
tion before all the world. 
As it was 
will! him so will it be with Wood­ 
row 
W ilson when tile unprejudiced 
verdict of this and future generations 


is rendered.

Marian Lam bert dead in the snow, 
with traces of poison on her lips and 
under her slender finger nails, is cov­ 
ered with wild flowers. 
All day the

lashed the boy with words which left 
him quivering, or led him

sympathetic phrases toward pitfalls, 
as a cat plays with a mouse. 
The 21- 
year-old college boy, fidgeting about 
in his seat with dry, twitching lips, 
parried the thrusts of a skilled legal 
mind with the sophistry and heartless 
philosophy he had learned 
in 
his 
career. 


Checks Sunken and Pale. 
William Orpet is not the same pink 
cheeked Adonis he was w'hen he was 
first arrested. 
His cheeks are sunk­ 
en and pale. 
Lines have appeared 
about his mouth and on his forehead, 
drawn, taut marks. 
His eyes, once a 
soft, wooing blue, burn feverishly and 
refuse to meet the gaze of the twelve 
mon in w'hose hands his life lies. , 
Attorneys have taken him back, step 
by step, over the fatal trip to H elm ’s 
woods, the tryst of death. 
They have 
wrung from his lips a tale which even 
made sensation seekers wince. Orpet 
began courting Miss Lambert during 
the Christmas holidays in 1914. 
The 
first love letter was written February 
2, 1915. 
It was addressed to “Dearest 
Darling M arian” and signed “Your 
Loving Billie.” 
Then followed other 
letters assuring her that he loved her 
and that if she loved him, whatever 
they did was right. 
There were about forty-four of these 
letters, filled with debased sentences 
in French, wdiose translation left the 
hoy’s mother stunned, blindly gripping 
her son’s hand, but unable to look 
upon him. 
And as the words of se­ 
ductive poison w’ere read in a low 
tone F ran k Lambert, father of the 
dead girl, bent his head 
upon

arm s and wept. 
W hat the letters began the personal 
wooing completed, and then gradually 
the tone of his letters grew colder. It 
was in January of this year that Miss 
Lambert learned Orpet intended to 
m arry Miss Celestia Yonker, a teach­ 
er of chemistry at De Kalb, 111. Corre­ 
spondence after this led up to tire 
fatal meeting of February 9. 
Oi pet left Madison February 8 . 
mussed up his bcd before going, to 
make it look as though he had slept 
there, and also gave several letters to 
a friend to mail after his departure.

contend, Miss Lambert, in a fit of 
jealousy because of Orpet’s transfer­ 
ence of aff cot ion to

Youkers, 
killed herself. 
The cyanide of potassium was ac­ 
cessible to either

them. 
Orpet 
could have gotten it from a shelf in 
his father’s greenhouse, out of the 
laboratory at the University of Wis­ 
consin, where he w’as a student in 
chemistry, from a drug store in Madi­ 
son where he had ready access—the 
same drug store the 2-ounce bottle 
came from—and the girl Or pot hoped 
to marry, Miss Younker, wras a chem­ 
istry instructor at De Kaub Univer­ 
sity and Orpet had visited her labora­ 
tory. 
Miss Lam bert could have secured 
the poison from her father’s green­ 
house. 
But her father has testified 
his cyanide wTas kept under lock an I 
key. 
That of Orpet’s father was on a 
shelf in his greenhouse. 
Miss Lam­ 
bert, too, w’as a student of chemistry, 
and she could have gotten it from the 
high school laboratory. 
A Lesson In Chemistry. 
Page 203 of McPherson & Hender­ 
son’s “First Course in Chemistry” has 
been offered as an exhibit by the de­ 
fense. 
Page 203 is the beginning of a 
chapter on cyanide potassium. 
The 
defense will attem pt to prove that the 
girl, who as a rule wras not w ell versed 
in this science, paid unusual attention 
when the professor announced thai 
the next lesson would be on the dead­ 
ly cyanide. This was on February 9— 
the day before the fatal meeting. 
Josephine Davis, who w'as Marian’s 
closest chum, has testified 
that

“Marian was depressed and melan­

By decree of the m inister of Agri­ 
culture, the entire farming system of 
the country has been reorganized on 
a mutual basis by which land owners 
are forced to aid their tenants, by 
which prefects of departm ents are re­ 
quired to oversee 
the 
relations 
of 
both ow’ner and tenant, by which the 
government itself is compelled to buy 
and loan machinery, and, finally, by 
which tenants must help each other 
and loan both m achinery and labor. 
The decree provides for the exem p­ 
tion from military 
service 
of 
tho 
farmer, if he be the only m ale left to 
till the soil. 
It also encourages the 
employment of wom en labor on the 
farm, giving them proper 
pay 
and 
permitting them to m ake contracts 
of tho character customarily made in 
peace tim es w’ith men laborers. 
Laborers are granted a seventy-five 
per cent reduction in railway fares, 
just as if on military service, so that 
they may be shifted cheaply from one 
district to another, according to labor 
demands and the rotation of crops. 
Special courts tp settle disputes be­ 
tween laborers or farmers have been 
provided for each farming district. 
W hen a tenant is forced to employ 
extra help the land ow’ner is required 
to pay one-half of the w’ages of such 
help. 
Special com m issions are also 
being established in each department 
to regulate the distribution of labor, 
of machinery, and of horses, mules 
and oxen, no matter who the owner, 
I so that the most pressing crops and 
harvests may be attended to in time.

One of the most common causes of 
dissatisfaction on the part of the man 
who sells cream on the butterfat basis, 
rises from variations in the test. This 
is especially true if each can is tested 
separately and the best way for the 
seller to convince himself that the 
tester is neither careless nor dishon­ 
est is to secure a little outfit for him­ 
self. A well-made, accurate and satis­ 
factory tester can now be bought for 
five dollars and its use will not only 
satisfy • the seller that he is getting 
honest treatment but will enable hiin 
to detect the boarders in his herd. 
The general interest in this subject is 
compelling the Missouri agricultural 
experiment station to reprint a cir- | 
cular for general distribution, but a 
little discussion of the principal causes 
of variation in -this briefer form may 
avoid the necessity for so wide a dis­ 
tribution of that circular. 
Speed of Separator.—A change in 
the speed of the separator immediate­ 
ly causes a change in the tests of the 
cream, the higher the speed the great­ 
er the amount of skim milk thrown 
out and so the higher the test of the 
cream secured. Putting it in another 
way, a low speed results in a larger 
quantity of thinner cream. 
Rate of Inflow,—The use of the float 
does not always insure a uniform flow 
of milk into the separator, because 
the faucet may not always be opened 
equally wide and the flow will be more 
rapid when the tank is full than when 
it is nearly empty. 
Anything which 
makes the inflow more rapid will in­ 
crease the proportion of skim milk 
which goes through, and lower the 
test of the cream secured. 
Flushing the Bowl.—The amount of 
water used in flushing may easily be 
varied a pint or more and this with­ 
out any other cause or variation may 
change the test by two, three, or even 
four or five per cent. 
Variations in the Milk Itself.—The 
milk of an entire herd may rise or fall 
in its test from day to day because of 
excitement or change in the weather. 
If the milk of a herd, whose average 
test is four per cent, is ordinarily so 
separated that the cream tests 40 
per cent fat, the test will suddenly 
rise to 42.5 per cent if the milk of the 
herd is suddenly raised to 4.25 per 
cent without any change in method of 
separating.

Screw.—The 
test 
is, 
of 
course, readily controlled by means of 
the cream screw, but as it is seldom 
changed in this way, on the average 
farm. there should be no trouble be­ 


cause of variation from this source." 
Feed of the Cow.—Variations Ii 
cream 
tests

caused by changes in the feed of the 
cow as every well-informed crean 
seller is now aware. 
Mistakes and Dishonesty.—Mistaken 
are most likely to result from carr 
lessness in taking samples, as the 
must be very carefully and skillfull} 
taken if they are to tell the truth an* 
result in a fair payment, but actus 
dishonesty is probably much rare! 
than many sellers believe.
